Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative and the Examiner discussed language of 
claims 1 and 20 to distinguish over applied prior art and mitigating U.S.C. 1 12 problems; it was suggested by the 
Examiner that language be inserted to recite the inner tubular member as having a partition with at least one 
communication hole and defining oil-collecting spaces above and below such partition, such spaces increasing in 
volume as the cover is being removed from the housing main body. It was also suggested to then delete language 
pertaining to "oil-flowing space" of claims 1 and 20 so as to not conflict with such oil-collecting spaces. These changes 
are supported on page 6 of the Instant Specification. It was agreed that such amendments would constitute New 
Issues after the standing Final Rejection and would need be accompanied by filing of an RCE . 
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
